2d inmate dies in Israeli lockup 

9 women in hunger 
to support sons in 



OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, July 
25 (R) — Nine Arab women went 
on hunger strike today in sym- 
pathy with a hunger strike staged 
by their sons in Israel's top- 
security Nafha prison, Arab 
sources said. 

Two prisoners at the jail in the 
Naqab desert died from 
pneumonia this week after being- 
force-fed. Nearly 50 Palestinians, 
all long-term security prisoners, 
are still on hunger strike to back 
demands for improved conditions. 

Thirty other prisoners have 
been transferred to Ramla jail 
and have broken their hunger 
strike.* 

The mothers began their protest 
in the East Jerusalem Red Cross 
office and told reporters they 
would fast until their sons' 
demands were met. 

Israeli security forces were on 
high alert in East Jerusalem fol- 
lowing demonstrations there yes 1 
terday and on Wednesday. 

Interior Minister Yosef Burg 
ordered a commission to inves- 
tigate the two deaths today. 

The commission, which 
includes the comptroller of the 
prisons authority and a senior 
health ministry physician, is to 
present its findings to Dr. Burg 
within two weeks. 

It will also investigate reg- 
ulations and practices concerning 
hunger strikes in Israeli prisons. 
Dr. Burg said. 

Demonstrations followed the 
death Wednesday of Nafha pris- 
oner Ali Mohammad Ja’afari, 30. 
His death was followed the next 
day by that of Mr. Rasim 
Mohammad Halaweh, 28, of 
Jabaliya in the occupied Gaza 
Strip. 

Mr. Halaweh was serving a life 
sentence imposed in 1971 for 
allegedly throwing a hand grenade 
at an Israeli patrol. 

Medical reports said both men 
died after food entered their lungs 
during force-feeding. 

An Israeli official said today the 
deaths were accidental but a 
lawyer acting for the prisoners 
alleged they had been beaten and 
force-fed with salty water. 

In Beirut a Palestinian leader 
called on international organ- 
isations to “save the lives” of 
Palestinians in Israeli jails whom 
he said were threatened by a new 


Israeli policy based on the use of 
the toughest kinds of repression. 

As news of the latest death 
spread Arab students tried to 
demonstrate in the Christian 
Church of the Nativity in 
Bethlehem. 

.They were chased from the 
Greek Orthodox chapel and were 
refused permission at the Catholic 
chapel of St. Catherine's to have a 
Mass said for the dead Pales- 
tinians. One Catholic priest 
attacked a demonstrator and 
pulled his hair. 

Miss Muna Mustafa, a student, 
told reporters they wanted to hold 
their demonstration inside the 
diurch for fear of being arrested 
on the street. 

Later about 100 students joined 
by a dozen Israelis from left-wing 
groups staged a sit-in at the Red

Cross headquarters, near Damas- 
cus Gate in East Jerusalem. 

Prisoners at the jail in. the 
Naqab desert complained about 
overcrowded ceiis without beds 
and a shortage of exercise. 

An official of Israel's Interior 
Ministry told Israel radio: “The 
deaths were accidents, v* e force- 
fed them because it would be 
inhumane to let them die.” 

A spokesman for the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation, Mr. 
Mnjcd Abu Sharar. told reporters 
in Beirut: “The Nafha prison 
crime which caused the death of 
two of our nationals and threatens 
scores of others should prompt 
international organisations to 
resist openly Israeli fascism and 
seek to save the lives of Pales- 
tinian freedom-fighters in jail.”

ing out a side window. Uncon- 
firmed reports claimed the hijac- 
kers opened fire on the two crew- 
men but failed to hit either. 

After the crewmen's escape 
security forces surrounded the 
-hijacked jetliner at the end of the 
-runway and brought it under their 
complete control. 

Kuwait Airport was reopened' 
to traffic after the surrender, 
which came 11 hours after the

laws, one for setting up special 
anti-terrorisc courts and the other 
providing for the declaration of a 
state of emergency giving more 
power to the government and thus 
reducing the burden on the mar- 
tial law forces. 

The opposition leader claims 
those two laws would impose “a 
Latin American model” on Tur- 
key. giving too much authoritarian 
power to the government and 
restricting civil liberties. 

About 4.000 people have died 
in political vendetta killings in 
Turkey in the past two years. The 
death toll this year alone is already 
1,900. according to police esti- 
mates. 

Calls for a dialogue between 
Mr. Demirel and Mr. Ecevit were 
echoed by politicians, newspapers 
and various pressure groups this 
week after three prominent turks 
were assassinated in Istanbul 
within a few days of each other. 

The killings of an opposition 
deputy, a former right-wing pre- 
mier and a leading leftist trade 
union chief increased speculation 
here that one terrorist group was 
carrying out the murders to pro- 
voke civil strife. 






Egypt may recall 
if Begin puts office Im Jerusalem 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, July 25 (R)-Egypt will recall its 
ambassador in Israel if Prime Minister Menachem Begin moves his 
office to Arab East Jerusalem, Israel radio reported today. 

Quoting western sources, the radio said Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat viewed Mr. Begin's intention to move his office to the eastern 
sector of the city, which Israel seized in the 1967 war, as a unilateral 
step of annexation. 

Egypt’s ambassador in Israel, Mr. Saad Murtada, said on army 
radio today that he had no official knowledge of President Sadat's 
intentions. “I can only say that President Sadat has stated that the 
peace process will go on.” he said. 

Last week, a leading aide of Mr. Begin. Mr. Matityahu Shmulevitz. 
said the office would be moved to East Jerusalem within a month. 
This was tbe first official confirmation that Mr. Begin had decided on 
the move. 

The Israeli Knesset this week passed a controversial Jerusalem bill 
on its first reading. Tbe bill declares Jerusalem the united, indivisible 
and eternal capital of Israel. 

The bill was sent back to the low committee and Knesset sources 
said it was highly unlikely that ft could be brought back for a second 
and third reading and become law before the summer recess, which 
begins next Thursday. 

But several Knesset members said yesterday they would urge that 
the process be speeded up so the bill could be passed next Wed- 
nesday. Law co mmitte&.ch airman David Glass vowed quick action 
on the- bill so that it could be passed in time. 

The U.S. ambassador in Israel, Mr. Samuel Lewis, met Mr. Begin 


yesterday and told him the U.S. regarded moving the prime minis- 
ter's office to East Jerusalem as an unnecessary provocation to Egypt 
and rhe western world and an obstacle to peace. 

The newspaper \hmriv reported today that Mr. Begin's office was 
almost ready for occupancy. It said Mr. Begin visited the site per- 
sonally last month and told Interior Minister Yosef Burg, who 
accompanied him. that the day he moved into the new office would 
be one of the greatest of hi> life. 

Only two months, ago President Sadat suspended talks with Israel 
on Palestinian autonomy in protest against the presentation of the 
bill in the Kr.oset and Israel's policy of building Jewish settlements 
on occupied Arab land. 

Egypt only agreed to resume the talks under pressure from Pres- 
ident Carter. The Knesset's action Wednesday presented Cairo with 
the decision or whether to suspend the negotiations again and 
endanger the whole Middle East peace drive. 

Pointing out that the bill had only had a first reading, Egyptian 
Defence Minister Kama! Hassan Ali told reporters Thursday the 
autonomy talks would continue as planned with a low-level meeting 
in Alexandria ne\t week. 

The negotiations, aimed at establishing a system of self-rule for the 
1.2 million Palestinians in the West Bank and Gaza Strip, have made 
little progress since they began 14 months ago. 

Egypt maintains that East Jerusalem is part of the West Bank and 
should be included in the talks. 

Only three days ago President Sadat made a speech reiterating

3 teens kidnapped in Italy 

FLORENCE, Italy, July 25 (AP) — Three kidnappers broke into 
a villa near here and abducted two teen-age daughters of a prom- 
inent West German television commentator and their cousin as 
they were sunbathing, police and interior ministry officials said. 

Abducted were Susanne Kronzucker, 15, and her sister 
Sabina, 13, daughters of television moderator Dieter Kronzucker, 
police said. Also seized was Martin Wachtler, 15, son of an 
agricultural engineer, they said. The family was visiting the villa 
on vacation. 

The Kronzuckers had rented the villa in the Tuscan hillside 
from Prince Filippo Corsini while the Wachtiers had rented 
another house nearby. Investigators said the abductors may have 
wanted to kidnap the prince's relatives. 

West German Ambassador Hans Arnold held a special meet- 
ing with Interior Minister Virgmio Rognoni and Foreign Minister 
Emilio Colombo to discuss the abduction. Mr. Rognoni ordered 
Mr. Camillo Rocco, director of the national crime centre 
Crimznalpol. to direct the inquiry into the kidnapping. “It has all 
tbe signs of a typical kidnapping for ran son,” Lt. Antonio Man- 
ganelli of the Florence police said in a telephone interview. 


Arab accused of threat 
to kill president of U„S. 

FORT WORTH, Texas, July 25 (AP)— U.S. federal gr.-.^d jury 
has indicted 21 -year-old Majed Ahmad Kbamis on a charge of 
-threatening the life of tbe U.S. president. 

The indictment, returned Wednesday, was based on statements 
from two men who said they overheard Mr. Khamis say he was l 
captain in the Palestine Liberation Organisation awaiting orders 
to assassinate whoever is elected president this fall. The men told 
Secret Service agents Mr. Khamis told them he had killed 100 
people already. 

But Mr. Khamis’ court-appointed attorney, Mr. Joe Floyd, 
claims the two brothers, also Arabs, made the allegations to get 
revenge in a “petty dispute” over a car. 

The brothers, Fadel and Sfaahwan Shahwan, told agents Mr. 
Kbamis also had claimed he killed two Lebanese brothers who 
were found shot to death near an Irving, Texas, shopping mall in 
October 1978. 

In a sworn statement, they said Mr. Kbamis took them to an 
apartment and showed them a cache of guns and ammunition. 

Police found a similar supply of guns, grenades and ammunition 
in two apartments where Mr. Khamis reportedly once lived. 

Mr. lGmmis was arrested July 15 in San Jose, Calif. He was 
brought back to Dallas, where a federal magistrate set his bond at 
$1 milli on. He was being held in the Dallas County jail. 

If convicted, be could go to prison for up to five years. 

Mr. Floyd said Mr. Khamis cam e to the United States about two- 
years ago and enrolled for a while in language classes at the 
University of Dallas. 


British send minister 
to patch Saudi 


LONDON, July 25 (R) — Britain is sending Foreign Office Minister 
Douglas Hurd to Jeddah tomorrow for talks aimed at improving 
relations with Saudi Arabia, the Foreign Office announced today. 

These deteriorated sharply in April with the screening here of a ■ 
British televirion film called “Death of a Princess” about the execu- 
tion of a Saudi princess for adultery. 

The Saudi authorities asked Britain to prevent the film being 
shown. But when the British government said it could not interfere 
-with press and broadcasting freedom Saudi Arabia asked for the 
withdrawal of the British ambassador in Jeddah, Mr. James Craig. 

He returned to London in early May. 

British ministers have expressed regret that tbe film was shown and 
strongly criticised.it. 

The spokesman said Britain hoped that the visit by Mr. Hurd 
would help in “restoring our bilateral relations to their former excel- 
lent level.'’ 

Mr. Hurd during his talks with the Saudi foreign minister. Prince 
Saud AJ Faisal, is also expected to discuss Gulf and Afghanistan - 
developments and the Arab-lsraeli dispute. 

There are no plans yet for Mr. Craig to return to Jeddah or for 
Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington to visit Saudi Arabia for talks. 

Mr. Hurd will be in Jeddah from tomorrow until Monday. 

His talks are also expected to cover trade and consular aspects of 
Anglo-Saudi relations. Oil-exporting Saudi Arabia is a big market 
for British commercial and arms exports. British businessmen were 
concerned that trade and economic development contracts might be 
affected by the strained Anglo-Saudi relations. 

There are about 20,000 British subjects working in the Arab 
kingdom and British exports to Saudi Arabia have been running at 
about one billion sterling (about $2.4 billion) annually. 

Mr. Hurd will also be able to explain to Saudi ministers aspects of 
the recent European Common Market’s Venice summit declaration 
os the Middle East.

In his speech before the Assembly's special session on 
Palestine yesterday. Foreign Minister Marwan AJ Qasem 
went beyond a recitation of the truism of the Palestinian 
people's right — and the Arab Nation’s unstinting support 
for that right — to full self-determination in their own 
homeland and to return to that homeland. The minister 
focused specifically on the acts of aggression being com- 
mitted by the Zionist enemy in settling, annexing and ter- 
rorising the occupied homeland. 

Zeroing in on a topic which most closely concerns Jor- 
dan, Mr. Qasem spoke particularly of Israel's drive for 
territorial aggrandisement at the expense of Arab rights 
and Arab land and the stranglehold it has imposed on the 
heart of the Arab Nation, occupied Jerusalem. The victim 
of a campaign of distortion, destruction and excavation, 
Mr. Qasem said, Jerusalem was today a sad city — con- 
demned, perhaps, to bear Kipling's “nine parts of man- 
kind's sorrow.” 

The main issue — the one which must be emphasised 
since it is the one which Israel’s supporters are forever 
trotting out — is the question of security, and , as Mr. 
Qasem pointed out, Zionism's propagandists and apolog- 
ists have done a massive job in manipulating world public 
opinion on this point. 

The American representative, Mr. Vanden Heuvel, for 
example, told the Assembly on Thursday that the Arab and 
non-aligned nations who are seeking a resolution from the 
Assembly on a just settlement of the Palestinian question 
"make no attempt to understand, much less accept, Israel’s 
concern for its security.” 

Mr. Qasem’ s reply to that was forthright: “Israel's con- 
tinuous acts of aggression under the pretext of providing 
security for its people prompt the Arab Nation to seek 
security for itself against that aggression.” 

What the supporters of Israel must eventually come to- 
appreciate is that no-one's security -- not Israel's, not that 
of the Western world that supports Israel, certainly not that 
of the victims of Israeli aggression — is enhanced either by 
ignoring the Arab and Palestinian peoples' urgent cries for 
justice or by turning a blind eye to the atrocities committed 
daily by the Israeli occupation. 

That is basically what this General Assembly session is 
all about. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 

AL RAT: Two Arab detainees die at the band of their tormentors 
in Israeli jails before the eyes of the world and no one in the West 
seems to care. None of those who a few months ago raised a hue 
and cry over the freedom of a Jewish dissident being placed under 
house arrest in the Soviet Union made a peep in protest against 
Israel's newest crime. 

The United States, which blindly supports Israel and con- 
tinuously provides it with the means to build more prisons and 
commit more crimes against the Palestinians, has “expressed its 
concern" over the situation. 

The European nations did nothing when faced with Israel’s 
acts, and this prompts us to wonder if the Europeans consider the 
Palestinians inferior to the rest of the human race. 

We wonder how the Americans and Europeans would have 
reacted had an American hostage in Iran met the same fate as the 
two Palestinian martyrs. 

What is happening inside Israel's prisons, and the indifferent 
reaction to it in the West, strengthen our conviction that those 
who brag about their concern for the establishment of peace in the 
Middle East have no sympathy whatsoever for the Palestinian 
people and their cause, and actually consider the Palestinians 
inferior to other human beings. 

For the Arabs, the martyrs of Nafha represent two torches 
lighting the path of their struggle, and augmenting the impetus 
pushing them to build up their intrinsic strength and use it to check 
Lsrnel's aggression and region their usurped rights. 

AL DUSTOUR: Israel's acts of oppression in the occupied West 
Bank, which have now reached serious dimensions, are insepar- 
able from the developments in the Palestine problem itself. 

Israel’s frenzy in adopting measures aimed at annexing Arab 
Jerusalem, coupled with repressive acts against the Arab popu- 
lation — surpassing those of the Nazi criminals — coincides with 
fierce attacks by Israel's leaders on the United Nations — that 
international body which gave Israel its birth certificate and has 
long supported its growth. 

Therefore it can now be said that the Arab-Israeli conflict has 
been transformed into one between Israel and the whole world — 
as is seen by Israel’s blatant defiance of the international com- 
munity and the U.N. Charter and principles. 

Examples of this defiance are the recent statement by Israel's 
U.N. Ambassador Yehuda Blum, in whictihe described the world 
organisation as a bankrupt and impotent institution, and the 
recurrent attacks by Premier Menachem Begin on the United 
Nations. 

The Arabs have been warning the world of the danger inher- 
ent in Zionism, which is a fascist and racist philosophy, and now 
the world has come to realise this fact and is currently witnessing 
the truth about Israel’s arrogance- and evil acts in the occupied 
Arab lands. 

We find it incumbent upon the United Nations General 
Assembly, which is currently debating the Palestine problem, to 
deal with the Zionists with firmness and as strictly as possible in 
order to put an end to the challenge they represent to the author- 
ity and prestige of the world organisation. 

It is time that Israel, the aggressor, was punished and expelled 
from the United Nations for its practices and policies. The inter- 
national community has no other choice but to impose sanctions 
on Israel — if not for the sake of the Palestinians, then in defence 
of the United Nations' own dignity and existence.

ART REVIEW 


Syrian sculptor displays talent in new bronze works

DAMASCUS — An often -heard 
comment at art exhibitions here is: . 
“We’ve seen plenty of talented 
Syrian painters, but where are the 
sculptors?” 

If sculpture is your interest, 
then you should not miss the cur- 
rent exhibition at AlSha'b Gallery 
featuring 21 bronzes by self- 
taught sculptor Abdul Rahman 
Mouakket. 

This show, the artist’s ninth 
exhibition, features his latest 
experiment in the medium of 
bronze. His previous efforts in 
stone — monumental works 
weighing more than one ton each 
— can be seen in the garden of 
Damascus National Museum. Mr. 
Mouakket is determined to learn - 
more about the medium, and is 
pulling stakes at the end of this 

month to study sculpture in Italy 
and France. 

He is selling his family borne in 
Aleppo to finance this two-year 
venture, and when the exhibition 
ends at Al Sha’b, he will take' 
whatever works are unsold with 
him to Europe. 

When his exhibition opened this 
week, the electricity failed at Al 
Sha’b and the artist quickly did 
some emergency work and placed 
a candle beside each of his mini- 
ature bronzes which were exhi- 
bited on individual pedestals. The 
effect was better/ than it might 
have been, had the electricity been 
in operation. 

Mr. Mouakket has talent — one 
glimpse at his semi-abstract 
bronzes convinces the viewer of 
this. Bat die teal test will come 
when he puts his work next to the 
output of trained European 
sculptors. If, however, be has pro- 
duced this calibre of work without 
training, odds are he’s in for a 
smashing success after a few years 
of training with the masters. 

When asked why he chose the 
difficult medium of sculpture, he 
replied that on the contrary, 
sculpture chose him — it was the 
only form of art he felt easy with. 

Mr. Mouakket started working 
in clay and plaster at the age of 16. 
In I960, he entered two works in a 
high school art contest. Shrugging 
his shoulders, he admitted to the 
Jordan Times that be didn't 
receive so much as an honourable 
mention for his first efforts. 
Undaunted, be continued to read 
about such masters as 
.Michelangelo and Rodin, and to 
study diagrams and sketches of 
their works. After finishing high 
school and one year of teachers’ 
training, he taught elementary 
school for 12 years. At night, he 
continued to experiment with 
sculpture. 

From 1967, he began joining 
collective exhibitions and com- 
petitions. He had his first indi- 
vidual exhibition in 1971 at the 
National Museum of Aleppo. In 
1972, he started to work in stone

because "plaster doesn't have 
character" 

“I chose 'Surie', a yellowish 
stone (hat is readily available in 
Aleppo," he explained. “Stone 
already has fife, a personality, but 
J fell I needed to get inside it and 
use it as I wanted to. 

“Granted, a piece of stone has 
its own character," he continued. 
“That is the challenge: to control 
it 1 was limited by the size of the 
stone, but after that, it was up to 
me to create a work of art from it.” 

At this time, Mr. Mouakket was 


working with stones that were as 
large as one metre in height. He 
continued to experiment, to create 
expresszonistic, realistic and abs- 
tract forms until be found the style 
he was most comfortable with. 

“The indirect choice I was led to 
was what I call abstract- 
expresstonistic ,” he said. 

In 1975, be was awarded an SL 
5,000 (SI. 250) casb prize for first 
place in a contest for Memorial 
Monuments to Syrian Martyrs. He 
had an individual exhibition at Al 
Sha’b Gallery in 1976 (and then, 
too, the 1 ights went out on opening 

mm 
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night — which may explain why he 
'was prepared with candles this 
time). His next exhibition was in 
1979 in the largest park in 
Aleppo. More rhan three years of 
" preparation had gone into pro- 
ducing 1 1 monumental stone 
works. 

The mohafazat (govemoratc) 
decided to keep the sculptures in 
the park, but Mr. Mouakket is still 
wailing for payment amounting to 
SL 75,000 ($18,750). In the 
meantime, six of the works were 
moved to the National Museum of 
Aleppo for a national exhibition ' 
and a few months later, they were 
moved to the garden of the 
Damascus. National Museum. The 
totaFweight of the six sculptures 
exceedsfteYefl 1 tons, and members - 
of fhe 'Damascus art aide still 
chuckle over this monumental 
moving job. 

About eight months ago, Mr. 
Mouakket was bedridden with a 
lung disorder. The physicians 
diagnosed the problem as dust the 
sculptor had breathed while chip- 
ping stone. His only choice was to 
switch to another medium. Mr. 
Mouakket started experimenting 
with small wax forms. Once he 
decided upon the finished shapes, 
he made sand moulds, purchased 
bronze and took his moulds to the 
brass furnaces of Aleppo. 

The result is on view through 
this week at Al Sha’b. He has cho- 
sen patriotic themes to title his 
works, such as “Jerusalem”, 
Lebanon”, and “The Palestinian 1 
Cause”. His free forms almost 
shout out their message in their | 
lines. An abstract prehistoric 1 
horse tosses its elongated head 
back across a full, swelling flank, 
and human forms emerge from the 
texture of carved stone in a piece 
entitled “The Palestinians”. 

Mr. Mouakket is a sculptor of 
remarkable talent, and his work 
should be seen before it is 
removed to Europe.

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Carter administration now forecasts 
economy decline, unemployment rise 


WASHINGTON, July 25 (Spe- 
cial) — The Carter administration 
now forecasts that the output of 
the U.S. economy will decline by 
3.1 per cent in real terms from'the 
fourth quarter of 1979 to the 
fourth quarter of 1980, that con- 
sumer prices will rise 12 per cent, 
and that unemployment will be 
S.5 per cent in the fourth quarter 
of 1980. 

The forecast was included in the 
administration’s mid-session 
review of the budget, released 
recently. 

The figure on output shows a 
deterioration in the outlook since 
the last administration forecast in 
March, when it projected that 
cross national product (GNP) 
would decline 0.4 percent. Likew- 
ise. the new unemployment figure 
is worse— 8.5 per cent compared 
to 7.2 per cent in the earlier fore- 
cast. The new estimate for infla- 
tion is more optimistic than the 
old— 12 per cent compared with 
12.8 per cent. 

The la rger-than-ex peered 
decline in output, along with other 
factors, means that the administ- 
ration now expects a larger fiscal 
1980 budget deficit than pro- 
jected in ~ the revised budget 
offered in March — $6 1.000 mil- 
lion now. compared to S36.500 
million, then. Those “other fac- 
tors” include higher defence 
spending; unanticipated events 
such as the eruption of the Mount 


St. Helens volcano and the influx 
of Cuban and Haitian refugees, 
and action by Congress to elimi- 
nate the petrol conservation fee 
that President Carter , had 
imposed. 

The administration .expects 
unemployment to-remairf high— at 
the same. 8.5 per cent level in the 
absence of policy chan- 
ges- throughout 1981 as well, but 
looks for the rise in consumer 
prices next year to slow to 9.8 per 


cent and output to show a rise of 
2.6 per cent in real 
terms— adjusting for the rate of 
inflation. 

Mr. James McIntyre. Jr., direc- 
tor. of the Office of Management 
and Budget, said: “These 
economic prospects are not 
acceptable to the administration.” 
He said policy measures designed 
to raise investment, productivity 
and growth nil! be developed in 
the months ahead. He added: “It

Iran orders $35m in Indian 
goods to offset western sanctions 

NEW DELHI, July 25 (R) - A delegation of Indian industrialists 
seeking to develop exports to Iran has returned from Tehran with an 
initial order worth 280 million rupees ($35 million), the delegation 
leader said today. 

Mr. V.P. Punj, chairman of India' sT^gmeering Export Promotion 
Council, said business with Iran could easily soar to 993 million rupees 
($125 million). 

He told journalists that car parts alone represented a potential 
business worth 10 billion rupees ($1.25 billion). 

Mr. Punj said products holding enormous scope for Indian expor- 
ters ranged from motorcycles, scooters, bicycles and car parts to 
agricultural equipment, tractors, refrigerator components and steel 

pipes- , . 

He said the 13-member delegation had received many proposals for 
joint ventures, but declined to elaborate. 

The delegation went to Tehran after Iranian Commerce Minister 
Reza Sadr visited New Delhi last month, seeking exports from India to 
counter western economic sanctions against Iran because of its hos- 
tage dispute with the United States.

He cited the 30-per 
cent rise in housing starts in June 
and recent increase in retail sales. 
A key question is whether bus- 
iness will resume investment 
expenditures quickly, he said, and 
added that recent surveys give 
some reason for hope in this area. 

Mr. Schultze commented that 
the U.S. economy remains strong 
and productive-noting that in the 
past ten years it has provided a 
24-pcr cent increase in jobs for 
U.S. workers.

LONDON. July 25 ( API — The dollar finned against most major 
European currencies in early trading today, while the gold price 
again moved sharp tv ahead.

This 
represented a rise of more than S10 an ounce from yesterdays 
closing price.

World Bank grants India $3Qm loan 

WASHINGTON. Julv 25 1 AP) — The World Bank announced yes- 
terday approval of a S30-million loan for a watershed development 
project in the western state of Punjab in India. The bank said this 
would be the country's first integrated attempt to tackle the problem 
of soil erosion and economic development in the Himalayan sub- 
mountainous zone in Punjab. 

Total cost of the Kandi Watershed Area Development Project will 

be S60.8 million with the governments of India and Punjab providing 

S30.S million. 

The project includes: rehabilitation of the upper catchments to 
control runoff and erosion from the hills; flood control and irrigation 
works; development of farmlands to project them from floods, and; 
technical assistance. The loan is for 20 years, including a five-year 
grace period, and bears 8.25 per cent annual interest. 

Japanese to draw Egypt’s Suez oil 

TOKYO, July 25 ( AP) — A Japanese consortium said today it would 
start commercial crude oil production on the west coast of Egypt’s 
Suez Gulf soon to extract an initial 5,000 barrels per day. The 
Egyptian Petroleum Development Company, jointly organised by 
Japanese oil refiners, said it plans to increase ofl mining wells in the- 
concession area there to double the oil production next year. 

1980 world wheat yield should top ’79 

LONDON, Julv 25 (.AP) - World wheat production this year should 
total 440 million tons to 450 million tons, compared with 424.6 
million tons in 1979. the International Wheat Council announced 
yesterday. Soviet wheat imports in 1980-81 could run to 10 million to 
12 million tons and China is expected to import 9 million to 11 
million tons, the two countries accounting for almost one quarter of 
the projected world wheat trade, the council forecast 

It said that weather difficulties are affecting yield prospects of 
spring wheat in west Canada and the northern United States. Exces- 
sive rain and below-normal temperatures have occurred in other 
parts of the northern hemisphere. Dry weather or rain delayed 
sowings in diffferent areas of Australia, although crop prospects 
there are favourable, the council added.

Olympic 

Roundup 

From wire services in Moscow 


.the past years. That will end Saturday. 

In women's competition. Lyudmila Kondratyeva of the Soviet 
Union set the fastest time in the opening round of the 100 metres on 
the second day of the Olympic athletics programme Friday when she 
clocked 11.23 seconds. 

Kondratyeva, the European 200 metres champion, looked capable 
of overcoming the challenge of the powerful East German sprint 
squad led by 100 metres world record holder Marlies Gohr who won 
her heat in 11.41 seconds. 

Kondratyeva was timed at 10.87 seconds, a 100th of a second 
inside Gohr’s world record in Leningrad last month, though her time 
will not be ratified as a record because there was no photo-finish film 
available. 

Nevertheless there was no doubt today about the quality of her 
sprinting despite the dull breezy conditions in the Lenin Stadium. 

After the first event of the two-day Decathlon Britain's Daley 
Thompson led by 88 points with a 100 metres victory in 10.62 
seconds. The Commonwealth champion is hoping to recapture the 
world record he lost last month to West German Guido Kratschmcr 
who is absent from Moscow because of the Olympics boycott. 

SWIMMING: Australia swam to a sensational upset victory over a 
heavily favoured Soviet squad to capture the gold medal in the men's 
4x100* metres medley relay at the Olympic pool Thursday night. 

In a nail-biting finish, teenager Neil Brooks swept past Soviet 
Olympic champion Sergei Kiplyakov to give Australia their first 
Olympic swimming title since the 1972 Munich games. 

The Russians, with six Olympic swimming titles already, had 
looked certain winner^ after building up a commanding lead in the 
Backstroke, breaststroke and burterfly legs. 

But Brooks, 18 next Sunday, drew on exceptional reserves on the 
final freestyle leg to pass Koplyakov, who won the individual 200 
metres freestyle title earlier this week. 

The Australian quartet of Mark Kerry, Perer Evans. Mark ToneIJi 
and Brooks clocked 3 minutes 45.70 seconds to beat the Soviet squad 
by 22 hundredths of a second, with Britain two seconds back cap- 
turing the bronze medal. 

Soviet swimming star Vladimir Salnikov had earlier surged to a 
golden treble when he won the 400 metres freestyle final while East 
Germany’s all-conquering women's squad swept to two more titles 
and one world record. 


The East German golds were won by Barbara Krause, the 100 
metres freestyle winner, who completed a double in the 200 metres 
event, and Caren Metschucfc in the 100 metres butterfly. 

Fellow East German Ute Geweniger crashed through her world 
100 metres breaststroke mark qualifying heats with a new time of 
1:10.1 1. That sliced nine hundredths of a second from the mark she 
set in Magdeburg two months ago. 

Salnikov, 20, lead throughout to capture the 400 title and make it 
three golds in three days after triumphs in the 1,500 metres freestyle 
and 4x200 metres freestyle relay. 

The Russian finished three metres clear of teammates Andrei 
Krylov and lvar Stukolkin in a Soviet medals sweep. Bur h is rime of 
3:51.31 was not enough to reclaim the world record snatched by 
Canadian Peter Szraidt in Toronto last week. 

BOXING: Teofilo Stevenson of Cuba smashed Solomon Ataga to 
the floor with his famed right band at the end of first round and 
launched his bid for a third straight Olympic heavyweight boxing 
gold medal Friday. 

With eight seconds left in the round Stevenson fired a right over 
Ataga's left. It crashed against the 33-year-old Nigerian civil ser- 
vant's jaw and he slumped to the canvas. 

Ataga struggled up to his feel but as the referee continued the 
mandatory eight count he reeled toward a neutral corner and the 
referee signalled the bout was over. 

Ataga then slumped to a knee. Stevenson went to him and helped 
the badly dazed Nigeria to his comer as the crowd cheered the man 
who for a decade has been the world's outstanding amateur boxer. 

Stevenson entered the ring to loud applause with a wide smile on 
hi.s face and threw his arms up os a gesture to the crowd's warm 
greeting. 

The Cuban, who must wiii four fights to become the first man to 
win three gold medals in the same weight-class, next will fight Gre- 
gorz Skrzeez of Poland on July 29. The Pole advanced Friday by 
stopping William Isangura of Tanzania in the first round. 

In two other hours on the afternoon card Victor Demianenko, a 
132-pounder {60 kg) outpointed Jong Jo Ung of North Korea, and 
Hipolito Ramos of Cuba ourpointed Farid Salman Mahdi of Iraq. 

SHOOTING: Francisco Perez of Spain and Chelso Giardini of Italy 
led the Olympic skeet clay pigeon shooting competition Friday. Both 
men shot perfect scores of 75 to total 149. Hans Kjeld Rasmussen of 
Denmark and Finland's Ari Westergard were behind on 148. The 
medals will be decided Saturday. 

Austria won its first medal of the games as Gerhard Petritscb won 
the bronze in the rapid fire pistol event. Comeliu Ion of Romania 
won the gold and Jurgen Wiefel of East Germany won the silver. All 
three finished even at 596 and the medals were determined by a 
shootout.

as miners get ‘starved out 5 


LA PA Z, July 25 (Agencies) - Boli- 
vian miners' resistance to last week's 
milita ry coup seemed to start crumbl- 


ing when 10,000 of the 50,000 strong 
group agreed to return to work yes- 
terday. 


A spokesman for the state min- 
ing corporation. Comiboi, told 
Reuters workers at the Catavi and 
Quechisla tin mines 350 
kilometres south of here accepted 
government proposals for a peace- 
ful settlement. 


The miners are the only group 
in Bolivia to offer sustained resis- 
tance to last Thursday’s overthrow 
of President Mrs. Lidia Gueiler. 

Miners still refusing to rec- 
ognise the new government are 
finding themselves short of food as 
surrounding troops out off sup- 
plies. 

“They will win this battle 
-through starvation," one mining 
union leader said. 

The number of casualties from 
skirmishes between miners and 
government troops is still 
unknown. 

Tile mine workers own radio 
station, which earlier gave reports 
of the resistance movement, has 
stopped broadcasting. 

A source at the mines and min- 
erals ministry said the sir-day 
stoppage at the country's mines 
will have a serious impact on the 
economy. 

Bolivia depends on tin for 70 per 
cent of its export earnings and is 
the world's second largest pro- 
ducer of the metal, last year pro- 


ducing 27,800 tonnes. Catavi is 
one of the country's largest mines 
with an annua! output around 
5.500 tonnes. 

Meanwhile in La Paz the fore- 
ign diplomatic corps called on the 
new* government to give infor- 
mation on an unknown number of 
political prisoners seized in last 
Thursday’s coup. 

The Venezuelan ambassador 
also said he had been warned by 
police and army officers his 
embassy was under threat of. 
attack by a paramilitary group 
intent on seizing those who had 
sought asylum inside. 

In a related development 
Newsweek magazine photo- 
grapher Olivier Rebbot, a French 
citizen, was seized as he got off a 
plane in Santa Cruz after arriving 
an a flight from Miami. 

The French embassy in La Paz 
said its consul in La Paz visited Mr. 
Rebbot on Thursday at the army 
barracks where he was being held 
and that he had not been mis- 
treated. 

The embassy said Mr. Rebbot, 
who arrived Wednesday, was 
arrested after officials spotted 
Cuban and Nicaraguan visas in his 
passport. The embassy said it was 
informed the photographer would 


More fighting in Salvador 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador, 
July 25 (AP) — Heavy fighting 
between leftist guerrillas and gov- 
ernment troops has been raging 
for five days in a remote area of 
the northeast, travellers from the 
area said Thursday. 

They said villagers in Torola. 
209 kilometres northeast of here, 
have Bed their homes to escape 
the danger. 

Defence Minister Jose Guil- 
lermo Garcia said “bandits and 
subversives” have forced at least 
3,000 residents of the area to flee 
their villages. He said leftists- held 
several hamlets for a time before 
being chased out by troops. 

Leftists are fighting for power 
here against both the extreme 
right and the rivflian-mflitajy 
junta that overthrew a rightist 
military government last October. 
Human rights officials estimate 
3,500 people have been killed this 
year in political fighting. 


In the Costa Rican embassy, 
231 peasants let in two weeks ago 
by leftists who killed a guard, 
refuse to leave until they are reset- 
tled in another country. 

They were offered asylum in 
Costa Rica, but their leaders 
rejected the offer as a trick. 


Soviet spacecraft docks 
IY2 hours behind schedule 


MOSCOW, July 25 (AP) - It 
took the Soviet Soyuz 37 shuttle 
craft 1 V 2 hours longer to dock with 
the Salyut 6 orbiting station than 
Soviet space officials bad pre- 
dicted, but there was no indication 
of specific technical problems that 
might have caused the delay. 

When the craft, carrying a vet- 
eran Soviet cosmonaut and a 
33-year-old Vietnamese air force 
officer, lifted off at 9.33 p.m. Mos- 


Moscow doesn't like 
western coverage of 
the Olympic games 


MOSCOW, July 25 (AP) 
— Soviet authorities are 
expressing growing irri- 
tation with western news 
coverage of the Moscow 
Olympics, which officials 
here had hoped would 
serve as a major prop- 
aganda boost for the east- 
ern bloc. 


Western reporters have been 
publicly accused of trying to wrap 
“a dense cloud of misinfor- 
mation" around the games, and of 
playing up the games' every fail- 
ing. Some Soviet commentaries 
have implied that criticism of the 
games is tantamount to attacking 
detente itself. 

Other Soviet officials, however, 
say privately that coverage of the 
games is somewhat more positive 
than they had originally feared. 
They hope that as sports com- 
petition grows sharper, reporters 
will concentrate more on sports 
and less on Olympic criticism. 

The Soviet Union took a cal- 
culated risk in bringing the Oly- 
mpics to Moscow, realising that 
the move was a massive gamble 
with the nation’s world image. 
Confident, however, that a gen- 
erally good impression could be 
created, authorities opened Rus- 
sia's doors to some 6.000 foreign 
journalists and hoped for the best. 

“One big blow for us from the 

start was reduction in U.S. tele- 
vision coverage," one Soviet offi- 
cial said. “That kept people from 
seeing the Olympic spectacle 
directly, so now it' s largely filtered 
through newspaper cor- 
respondents.” 

Soviet officials have been 
angered over newspaper and tele- 
vision reports that some Afghan 
team members in Moscow want to 
defect to the West — a story 
branded by Soviet journalists as 
“cheap sensation" — and by 
Western accounts of the massive 
Soviet security operation for the 
games. 

. “Concerns about Olympic se<? 
urity have been replaced (in the 


western press) by a hullabaloo 
over alleged 'unprecedented 
measures' aimed at reducing con- 
tacts with foreign guests,’ the 
Soviet government newspaper 
Izvestia declared Wednesday. 

Soviet officials were also 
angered by coverage of a Red 
Square homosexual rights demon- 
stration on Monday, staged by an 
Italian activist. Several newmen 
were seized by Soviet police as 
they tried to photograph it. 

“This was a disgusting case, a 
frame-up which has offended the 
dignity and feelings of our peo- 
ple,” Mr. Vladmir Popov, the 
Moscow Olympic committee 
spokesman, told a news con- 
ference. “ It had nothing to do with 
the Olympic games." 

A Soviet reporter at the news 
conference raised the possibility 
of deporting “offensive” jour- 
nalists. but Mr. Popov played 
down the suggestion. 

-Initial stories by western jour-' 
naJisrs about stringent airport cus- 
toms checks and the heavy police 
presence on Moscow streets were 
expected by Soviet authorities — 
and, according to Soviet sources, 
were no “worse” than had been 
anticipated. 

Authorities now hope for kind 
stories about Soviet farms, fac- 
tories and cultural events that 
reporters are being encouraged to 
visit. 

Even if coverage of the games 
falls short of Soviet hopes in the 
long run, officials say, the Soviet 
image could yet be bailed out in 
coming months. 

Some Soviets believe that 
limited television coverage of the 
games, in western countries will 
create a demand for more infor- 
mation. which could be provided 
later this year by special television 
programmes on the subject. 

The Soviet Union is expected to 
make such programmes available, 
possibly at bargain-basement 
prices to encourage their use. 
These special shows would put a 
positive light on the games -- and 
could well last longer in viewers' 
minds than limited western cover- 
age being transmitted now, offi- 
cials here privately say.

WASHINGTON, July 25 ( AP) -- 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter is 
promising full White House coop- 
eration. including his own tes- 
timony if necessary, in the special 
Senate investigation of his brother 
Billy's Libyan connections, 
already labelled by the press as the 
■■Billy-gate" affair. 

Presidential press secretary 
Jody Powell said Thursday that 
Mr. Carter did not expect to 
invoke executive privilege for 
either himself or his aides to keep 
them from testify ing or providing 
information. 

The U.S. Senate judiciary 
committee was meeting Friday to 
discuss details of the probe by a 
nine-member panel — five Demo- 
crats and four Republicans — into 
the Billy Carter-Libyan ties and 
whether the White House influ- 
enced the U.S. justice department 
investigation of the president's 
younger brother. 

Hearings arc expected to start 
next week, and the committee is 
under orders to produce a report a 
month before the Nov. 4 election. 

Senator Birch Bnyh. chairman 
of the special panel, vowed to 
“pursue the truth wherever it may 
lead and let the chips fall where 
they may." 



Violent protest in U.S. 
as Klansmen acquitted 


CHATTANOOGA. Tennessee, 
July 25 (API — Tactical police 
teams shot out street lights and 
cordoned off a predominantly 
black housing project after eight 
officers received minor gunshot 
wounds in the worst of three 
nights of violence in the racially 
Tense city. 

The shooting occurred about 
two hours after a dusk- to -dawn 
curfew took effect Thursday, dos- 
ing all retail businesses in this 
southeast Tennessee city of 
170,000. The curfew was imposed 
after two nights of fire bombings, 
lootings and rock-throwing that 
followed a jury's acquittal of two 
Ku KJux Klansmen in the shooting 
of four black women. 

Early today, at (east 19 people 
had been arrested for curfew vio- 
lations and jailed, police said. 
Four of the arrests were made in 
the area of the shooting. 


All eight police officers were hit 
■ in one burst as police attempted to 
get people off the streets. 

There were reports of scattered 
sniper fire and reports of at least 
two fire bombings. 

It was the latest eruption of vio- 
lence that began in Chattanooga's 
streets on Tuesday night. Trouble 
begaD a few hours after an all- 
white jury acquitted two 
Klansmen and convicted a third 
on reduced charges in the April 1 9 
shotgun woundings of four black 
women. 

The city's black leaders, among 
them Mr. Harry Hill, a spokesman 
for the Youth Coalition, said the 
Klan verdict was just one element 
in the explosive mix including 
poor housing and unemployment 
that sparked the violence in a city 
with an estimated black popu- 
lation of 35 per cent. 


NEW DELHI. July 25 ( AP) - A 
tribal student leader in north- 
eastern India warned of massive 
bloodshed and violence in 
Meghalaya state if thousands of 
alleged aliens are not deported, 
the United News of India reported 
today. 

“Any delay in deporting them 
will lead to the same violence as 
witnessed in Tripura,” Mr. 
Michael Syiem, President of the 
Meghalaya Students' Union said 
in a statement. 

Las t month, armed tribesmen 
raided villages of Bengali settlers 
in Tripura state, also in north- 
eastern India, and reportedly mas- 
sacred hundreds of men, women 
and children. Violent dashes still 
continue in the troubled state. 

The Bengalis in Tripura are 
predominantly Hindu refugees 
who fled communal violence in 
East Pakistan, now Bangladesh. 


Mr. Syiem has headed a move- 
ment in Meghalaya, a tiny hill 
state, to deport alleged illegal 
immigrants from Bangladesh and 
Nepal. He added that “immediate 
deportation would also avoid 
future bloodshed in other states of 
the northeastern region." 

The neighbouring states of 
Assam and Manipur have also 
been rocked by student-led agi- 
tations against alleged aliens. 
More than 200 people have died 
in sectarian clashes in the three 
states since the movements began 
last year. 

Meghalaya, Assam and Tripura 
border on Bangladesh. 

The tribals and the Assamese 
fear that they will be swamped by 
the influx of immigrants, mostly 
Muslims. The immigrants are 
mainly small traders, shepherds 
and farmers.

As Rotterdam oil tanker captain detained 

Gulf Oil and Total blamed 
for Irish tanker disaster 


Massive bloodshed warned 
against N.E. India ‘aliens* 


DUBLIN, July 25 (R) - Two 
multi-national oil companies. 
Total of France and Gulf Oil of the 
United States, must share much of 
the blame for a tanker disaster 
which killed 50 people at Ireland' s 
Ban try Bay terminal last year, an 
Irish government report said 
today. 

The report of a 72-day offidal 
inquiry found that the fire and 
explosion were caused when the 
hull of the 61,000-tonne French . 
tanker Bctelgeuse buckled while 
taking on ballast. 

Two factors caused the tanker, 
owned by Total, to break its back, 
said tbe report by High Court 
judge Dedan Costello. Inade- 
quate maintenance had weakened 
the hull and incorrect ballasting 
had put excessive stress on it, H 
stated. 

“The major share of the respon- 
sibility for the loss of the ship most 
lie on the management of Total,” 
the report stated. 

It also criticised Gulf Ofl over 
what it said was a lack of safety 
precautions at the terminal. 
Inadequate consideration had 
been given to evacuation pro- 
cedures at the offshore jetty, h 
alleged. 

Forty-two crewmen, seven Irish 
jetty workers and one English 
assessor died in tbe disaster in 


January 8, 1979 — one of the 
worst in maritime history. 

“On the night of the disaster die 
structure of the vessel was abnor- 
mally. seriously and significantly 
wasted due to corrosion,” the. 
report said. 

The failure of the Betelgeuse’s 
structure was the first in a series of 
events which developed into dis- 
aster, the report said. 

It found that the casnalties 
would probably have survived if 
Gulf had provided suitable escape 
craft on die jetty and if the jetty 
crew had been properly trained in 
emergency procedures. 

Major blame was placed on 
Gulf employee Mr. John Connolly 
who was terminal control duty* 
despatcher when the disaster 
occurred The report said he was 
absent from his post — and had 
given false evidence to the con- 
trary to the inquiry. 

It accused Gulf personnel at the 
terminal of a cover-up in trying to 
hide Mr. Connolly’s absence. 
False entries were made in logs 
and false accounts given to inves- 
tigators, it charged.

China takes on capitalist-style sales techniques 


LANZHOU , North- 
west China — Sales- 
men are taking to the 
road in China as fac- 
tories and plants in the 
Communist state turn 
to capital-style man- 
agement and incen- 
tives to boost pro- 
duction and profits.

Government experiments to 
allow greater economic and man- 
agerial autonomy at factory level 
are spreading through the coun- 
try. and the results m some areas 
indicate the experiments arc pay- 
ing off. 

In Gansu province, the main 
heavy industry centre of north- 
west China, officials said 35 
enterprises in the area - ranging 
from a huge chemical plant to 
small local factories — had been 
selected during the past year to try 
out the new economic policies. 

The aim is to discover whether 
more flexible managerial and pro- 
duction methods can improve on 
two decades of rigid state controls 
and poor economic performance. 

Officials in the Gansu capital of 
Lanzhou said the selected enter- 
prises had shown a marked

increase in production. 

The total value of their output 
last year was 2.49 billion yuan ($ 
1.66 billion), 5.4 per cent over 
state quota and 11.29 per cent 
higher than the provincial average 
increase for 1979. 

For the average worker, this 
meant an extra 136 yuan ($90) a 
year — the equivalent of two 
months’ salary. 

Officials in the far west Xinjiang 
Autonomous Region and in Inner 
Mongolia in north China said simi- 
lar trials were being carried out in 
their areas, and the results were 
encouraging. 

“So far the experiment has been 
successful. The state, the enter- 
prises and the workers are all satis- 
fied because all their incomes have 
increased," said an official in the 
Inner Mongolian capital of 
Hobhot. 

The experiments appear likely 
to spread. They were started 
about 18 months ago in Sichuan 
province under the direction of 
Mr. Zhao Ziyang, who now is 
executive vice-premier in Peking 
and the man tipped to succeed Mr. 
Hua Guofeng as next premier. 

It remains to be seen, however, 
if the system wiU work when tried 
on a broader basis. Thesuspicion is, 
for example, that only the best 
plants and factories were selected 
for initial experiments. 

Asked whether loss-making 
enterprises could go out of bus- 


iness, an offidal in the Xinjiang 
capital of Urumqi said only that 
they would face readjustment. 
What about the apparent con- 
tradictions between free market 
forces, regional autonomy and 
central state planning? 

The Urumqi official denied con- 
tradictions existed. 

He explained the system this 
way. The state sets priorities and 
quotas for a wide variety of essen- 
tial items ranging from steel to 
light bulbs and matches in con- 
sultation with the provindal or 
regional authorities. 

“After an enterprise has ful- 
filled its state quota, it can turn out 
products according to market 
demands and thus raise its pro- 
fits,” the offidal said. 

Products sold outside the state 
purchasing system were subject to 
a price ceiling but no price floor. 

A similar system has grown up 
for agricultural products with the 
re-introduction of so-called free 
markets in cities and towns where 
communes can sell produce after 
the state quota has been met, or 
peasants can sell what they have 
raised on their private plots. 

The Xinjiang official said the 
aim of the industrial policy was to 
produce good quality, low-priced 
goods in large quantities to meet 
consumer demand. 

There is also an incentive to 
export goods because enterprises 
can now keep some of the foreign
